President WilHoii I mini the postal service over to men who were 
without prnetical experience either in that line of work or in any 
other lartfe affairs. One of the ISpcl'lalMU of the amateur postal 
manager* was the establishment of a lar«e numher of terminal of- 
fices for the linurlling of mail in railway stations. Hailway companies 
were required to provide the apace ami equipment, which in some in- 
stances, require! the erection of new ImildiiiKs. The Department en- 
tered into a 10-year rental contract, with a clause included providing 
for the cancellation of the lease on DO days notice. The l>e|>artmcnt 
discovered the mistake it had made and cancelled a number of the 
leases, leaving the companies to stand the loss. While the general 
public docs not much concern itself over injuries to rail way com 
panics, though it should beeaiHK in the end it pays the hills, yet it 
ought to be particularly interested in the qualifications of men placed 
in charge of the postal service, and also in the maintenance of the 

"■quart deal."

It 
Is made up largely of legal argument* 
to meet the contentions of lireat Hrlt- 
hIu In the memorandum concurred In 
I by France, presented to the State l>e- 
purtment several weeks ago. The 
{Cntted States takes the position that 
practices complained of in the first 
complained of in the fltsi complaint 
on the subject have been continued, 
und that the American Government 
must now insist more emphatically 
that they cease 

State Department ofllciuls consider 
that the chief weakness of the position 
of Great Ilrltain Is her policy of tuk- 
ing neutral mail veaaels Into British 
Jurisdiction and submitting them to 
local censorship regulations. It is un- 
derstood that it ia on this point that 
the renewed protest is based chiefly 
The British memorandum avoided this 
phase of the question.

Interesting question to 
consider in the rase of the I'nlted 
States against "10O lltle cigars," so- 
called. The question Is whether the 
so-called "little cigars" are cigars, or 
el;areltca. for the purpose of a tax 
to the internal revenue department 

The Tobacco Production Company, 
located In New Mllford, manufactured 
the k.i Milled "little cigars." and' 
lain s, fur the purposes of the tax; 
to the Government, that they arc an 
all tobacco product and are liahle to 
a tax of 75 cents per 1.000. The claim 
of the Government, however. Is that 
the "Binokes" made by the Tobacco. 
Production Coni|iany come under the ! 
classification of cigarettes, and that 
the tax on them should be $1.25 per 
1,000, iin-lead of 75 cents, us the man- 
ufacturers claim. 

The whole question hinges on the 
classification that Is given to the. 
wrapper. The manufacturer tukesthe 
tobacco and subjects it to a sweating 
and steaming process, and. after the 
Juice is extracted from the tobacco 
and drawn off, the substance that re- 
mains is put iuto a beater machine, 
and then it follows a part of the pro- 
cess that is used in maklnK paper, and 
finally from the machinery is pro- 
duced a nice leaf that is used us a 
wrapper on the "little cigars." so- 
cnlled.
